Common Grouhd 


HE Westegn governments 

consider Gommon ground 
was achieved in last year’s 
negotiations on principle 
that any suspension of 
nuclear tests should be sub. 
ject to international 
inspection, 


The Soviet Union has, how- 
ever, refused to discuss 
just what this inspection 
would involve and how it 
would be carried out. 


Tho Western Powers thought 
common ground had been 
reached on principle of 
aerial and ground inspec- 
tién a8 o means of pro- 
tection against surprise 
attack. 


But there Is no agreement on 
areas to be inspected and 
again the Soviet Union has 
refused to discuss inspec- 
tion arrangementa in 
detail, 


Deforred 


HE West also considera 
that agreement had been 
reached on figures which 
the armed forces of the 
major Powers could be 
Mmited In successive stages 
and that in the firat stage’ 
agreement, participating 
States should draw up lists 
of conventional arms to be 
put into internationally 
aupervised depots, 


However, Marshal Bulganin 
has now proposed = that 
measures of conventionul 
disarmament should not be 
discussed at “summit talks 
but deferred till later. 


There {is no agreement in 
principle. on the Western 
proposals for tho cut-off in 
production of fissile 
materials for nuclear 
weapons; for the reduction 
of existing military stocks 
of fissilo materials after the 
_ cutdofl; for study of control 
of the uso of outer space; 
for an undertaking: that 
nuclear ‘weapons should be 
used only in self-defence;

Once again we are indebted to Harry Odelk 
for bringing to Hongkong a singer of 
the first rank, namely William War- 
field, who ave-a recital last night in 
Loke Yew Hall, University of Hong-

It is unfortunate that apparently no gramophone 
records of Mr Warfield’s are available here, for 
it is always difficult to assimilate all the quali- 
ties of.such: an obviously accomplished artist 


. on a first hearing. 


One's fitst striking Impression 
was that in this baritone there 
was nelther immaturity nor 
‘old age’, and that here was an 
experienced concert artist. at 
his prime, Before he hod sung 
two songs another quality be~- 
came obvious — his faultitss 
diction. Regardless of where 
ene sat in the hol, every syllable 
was crystal clear to every Ils- 
tening car. I havo never heard 
such perfect diction, 


Mr Warfield opencd his 
recital with the gentle ‘Thanks 
Bo to Thee’ from Handel's 
“Israel in Egypt.” This oratorio 
was first performed in London 
in 1739, ond In o work in 
which tho chorus fs given the 
major share of the work, this 
solo is one of the finest. “Onc 
was struck immediately by the 
masterly musicianship of the 
singer. :

Handel's “Messiah” was the 
lost item in this first group of 
songs, and this was sung maogni- 
ficently, ; 
Yet, ke all of us, every 
anger has this {aults. Mr War- 
field's intonation was gencrally 
very: good, but every now and 
again in respect of one note in 
the . higher registers, for no 
apparent reason, he sang sharp. 
was particularly noticeable 
on the Jast high note of “Old 
Man River”, sung og an encora 
at the end of. the concert. 
Too, on the lower registers ir 
forte - passagea vibrato 


sometimes becnme so broad that’ 


it was only the sheer rickocss 
of his volce that preventod its 
becoming a little unplensant. 
Nonetheless, these seemed small 
faults which did not materlally 
mar the effect of a really big 
rich volcg. 


Second: Group . 


In ths second group of songs 
(by Loewe tnd Schubert) my 
favourito was Loowe's 
“Hochzeltlied.” Karl Loewe was 
one of the carly Innovators (in 
exploring the ballad for Lieder, 
ond was the forerunner of 
Schubert, In this song there is 
 mognificent accompaniment In 
tho piano, and it was superbly 
played by Otto Herz. 

So often in vocal recitals one 
sees and hears only . the sin, 


Tho “Don Quichotta a’ 
Duleinee” of Ravel was a happy 
choice at this juncture of tha 
programme, contalning os it 
docs three ‘songs, full of irony 
and humour, os well ag somo 
catchy Spanish chythms, I. 
these songs to witness Mr War~ 
field’e artistry was a delightful 
and moving experience. Hin, 
fine and sensitive understanding 
of Ravel's songs left one breath. 
less, and for myself these wero 
highlights in a beautifully con- 
celved programme, 


The second half of the prto-. 
gramme was devoted cnthrely 
to music from “The, Now 
World”, represented by Paut 
Bowles, John Duke, and 
Howard Swanson. Bowles and 
Duke were both pupils of Nadia 
Boulnnger, the famous teacher 
who wag qultc recently feted in 
Europe by a gathering of her 
former pup!lz, who came, from 
many parts of the world for the 
occasion, Both these composers 
are well-known for thelr songs 
which, on this occasion, cone 
alsted of descriptive’ ‘poems or 
ballads pit to music, and which 
Mr Warfield sang with warmth 
and sincerity, and whose diction, 
os, I remarked earlicr, was 
absolutely ‘superb. One of the - 
rare delights of (his part of the 
programme was Howard Swan- 
son's. setting 
Hughes’ = poem =" 

Speaks of Rivers.” 


Spirituals .. 


Tho Negro spiritunls are, of 
course, olways favourites, and 
one would anticipate their in- 
clusion in Mr Worfield’g pro- 
gramme.’ Ho brought to them a 
rare beauty, however, which it 
has never been my fortune to 
experience before. To repeated 
clamour for “moro” from the 
packed hall,»Mr Warfield sang 
five encores, of which perhaps 
the most beautiful was “Plenty 
Good Room in My Father's 
Kingdom’, with setting by 
Roland Hayes. 

Mr Warfleld has a fine: barl- 
tone voice, with perfect diction, 
and his appearance and acting 
throughout his congs were joys 
to behold. In feeling. and ex~ 
pression he was superb, and, we 
owe Harry Odell our thanks for 
bringing this magnificent artist 
to. the colony.
